At the close of a sultry Jay in Avgut 
f arrived at an obscure inn which was lo- 
cated in one of the rural villages of the 
We>t. The village possc-sed no striking 
difcrence from the other villages of the 
couutry. save an appearance of slovenliness 
on the part of its inhabitants, which es- 
tranged it somewhat from that sterling en- 
terprise that so characterizes the active 
spirit of the West. The village inn appeared 
to have imbued its share of the prevailing 
slovenliness to the fullest extent, as it wore 
an aspect ofextrcinc unthriftiness, mingled 
with a certain BUMtwiotVlMM of evil which 
confronts the traveller with an instinctive 
feeling of distrust that all is not well where 
such surroundings abound. 

I had often heard the inn spoken ot un- 
favorably, but not earing to hazard belief 
in endorsing them as authentic. I had al- 
lowed the d irk stories of the mysterious 
disappearance of travellers, and midnight 
orgies, to pass without awakeninir ■ scrmnl 
thought. But on Mefaif the inn and he- 
holding its shiftless and abject surround- 
ings, together with that of meetinu: a score 
of malicious appearing loafers, who were 
lounging about, scrutinizing every stran- 
ger with an eye ot' eager curiosity, which 
indicated the presence of evil designs, those 
stories, which I had long thought forgot- 
ten, flashed upon my recollection with viv 
id distiuetticss. Aiid had it not been tor 
the fatigue and weariness which I felt in 
consequence of riding all day on the rough 
and hilly roads, I believe I should have 
been induced to hud some more favorable 
place where to pass the night. Hut. ;i^ it 
was, I chose to confront the danger of 
staying at the inn, bo it little or great, 
rather than seek a more hospitable shelter.

The Dutchman's Experience. 

The following experience we republish 
by request, from sketches of Western 
Methodism, by Bev. J. B. Finley : 

AN hen we were traveling the Cross Creek 
circuit, in 1S15, in a region of country 
which was mostly settled by German Lu- 
therans, and not much regard paid to the 
Sabbath, or any reliuioo, there lived a 
(icrmaii by the name of liost. He was 
one of the principal men of the neighbor- 
hood, and had great infl enee among his 
German friends. At one of our love-feasts 
we heard h m relate his experience, nd 
though it was in very brokeu Bnglith, yet 
it was told with an unction and a power 
which melted all hearts, and which thrilled 
and interested us so much that we have 
not forgotten it to this day. 

There is something peculiar in the (icr- 
maii mind and character which shows it- 
j>elf, werhaps, more strikingly in regard to 
the subject of religiou than anything else 
It seems that iu whatever enterprise a 
German embarks, it engrosses his entire 
energies, aud when once fully committed 
on auy subject, he adheres to it with an 
energy, teal, aud perseverance worthy of 
all praise. Staid and sober as he may ap- 
i pear, he nevertheless has the excitability 
of a Frenchman without his mercurial na- 
ture. Luther was a noble type of the Teu- 
tonic mind, and exhibited the different 
characteristics of which w have spoken, 
when he suid he would go to the Diet of 
Worms if there were as many devils in his 
way as there were tiles on the roofs of the 
bouses; and when, iu his excited imagina- 
tion, he saw the devil before him in his 
study, ami threw his iukstand at hiiu; and, 
alao, when on another occasion, he was ar- 
raigned befor • an ecclesiastical council for 
heresy, and threatened with punishment if 
he did not retract, ha sai-i, "Here I staud. 
God help r One has said, "Get a Ger- 
man once converted, and there is little dan- 
ger of his refusing to take up his cross, or 
turning back to the beggarly elements of 
the world."' They seem to carry out more 
fully Mr. Wesley s idea of Methodism than 
evcu the Knglish brethren themselves. 
When they sing, "they sing lustily;'' when 
they pray, they pray with all their might ; 
when they speak in class meeting or love- 
feast, they come right to the point of 
Christian experience without any circum- 
locution. Such was the case with our good 
German brother whose experie .ee we are 
going to relate-. 

Shortly after the speaking exercises com- 
menced, ho arose and said, "Mine dear 
bruders, ven I comes to dis blace dare vas 
nobody here. Den alter, mine freins dey 
comes too, and ve did comes along very 
goot, as ve dot. Ve did drink viskey, and 
frolic, and dance, an i ve all dot it vaa 
wery nice, but biueby9 der comes along in- 
to de neighborhoot a Metodis breacher by 
defame of Jo. Shackelford, and he breach- 
es and breaches, and brays and brays, as 
you never see de like i i all your lives. 
He says, "You beeplcs all goes to hell un- 
less you git conwerted, and be saved from 
your zins." Now, veil den, de beeples be- 
gins to diuk zeriously on dis matter, and 
dey say ve must do better, or, sare enough, 
de devil villgit usshust as he says. Den 
dey gits Christen, and begins to bray; and 
dey vails down, and brays, and croans, and 
hollers, and I says to my beaplcs, dis is de 
devil; and it goes on till it comes to my 
neighbor Honnes. Veil, I does not go and 
my vife and gals does not go, because I 
said it vas de devil. Veil, however, it 
gomes so near to mine house, I says I vill 
go and sec vat is dis ting vat makes dc 
beeples so crazy. So von night I goes to 
Honncs's to see de brayer meeting, and I 
sets down and sees dc beeples come in, and

Furthermore, we un- 
derstand that other voseU are to follow 
the Martnioii, with the same destination, 
and that it ia probable they will go out 
full of emigrants. The feeling of discon- 
tent, of anxiety, of despondency, runs high- 
er than ever— higher even than immediate- 
ly after the close of the war That, for- 
tunately, wis short lived, in consequence 
of the liberal and magnanimous policy of 
the President; the emigration was. arrest- 
ed, and many of the exiles found their way 
joyfully to their former homes. But, un- 
fortunately, the outward moveineut now 
going ou cannot be similarly arrested. 
These people, with whom we have convers- 
ed, are utterly sick at heart; and when we 
tell them the sorrows of exile from this 
land of their birth, they avow they would 
rather endure all, aud more thau all, the 
fancy can conjure up, than longer to live 
here in doubt, anxiety, and alarm. 

They go into exile in a far distant land, 
where they will fad everything conflicting 
with their own ideas, manners, and customs 
aud where, except among themselves, they 
will never hear the sound of their own 
tongues, nor the chimes of their own Sab- 
bath bells. A more sorrowful emigration 
is not recorded in history, aud if anything 
could touch the heart, it is this. 

Those who have left are mostly men of 
sinew and practical usefulness, accustomed 
to the labors of frontier life, and the fami- 
lies of such. They arc i loss to us, and a 
great gain to the country whither they go.

Richmond, May 9, 
A serious riot occurred this evening. A 
large crowd of negroes were gathered in 
Cary street to witness a trial of'the engin- 
es of the Richmond Fire Department and 
the Wilmington, Del., fire companies. A 
fight took place and a negro was arrested. 
A mob of uegroes rescued him, but he was 
again captured. On arriving at the upper 
station-house the mob again rescued him, 
throwing paving stones at the police. Cap- 
tain Jenkins of the police, two sergeants 
and one private were injured, two of them 
seriously. 

Ry this time the mob had swelled to 
nearly 1,004 blacks. Gen. Schofield sent 
up a company of the 110th regiment, and 
came on the ground himself. He. spoke to 
the mob, commanding them tn diverse, 
but the order was disobeyed. The Bnl» 
diers then charged bayonets and drove 
them away. More soldiers were sent to 
the station-house after night, and the riot 
is not likely to he renewed. 

During the riot the mob surrounded I 
house in which a white hoy had taken ref- 
uge and clamored for him till became out, 
when the police took him in charge. The 
negroes said he had shot at them.

of only 7.000, has now 50,000 inhabitants; 
and while then a mere cluster of hovels 
and mud-huts, it has now stone and mar- 
ble edifices, lighted with gas, and has free 
schools, free hospitals, libraries, museums, 
asylums, observatories and colleges, and 
r university, attending which are 1,500 
students, from all parts of the East. 

Greece has a free press, a free Govern- 
ment, aud the vote by ballot with manhood 
suffrage. Iu every village there is a free 
schmd. in many towns free colleges, open 
on equal terms to all, and the system of 
education is one of the most perfect iu Eu- 
rope. This is what Greece has accomplish- 
ed since her disinthrallment from the 
Turkish yoke— this is what is sought by 
the Cretans, now so nobly struggling for 
the same object. 



Finances.— The Louisville Democrat, 
refering to the recent failure of a large es- 
tablishment, occasioned by the decline in 
cotton, and commenting upon an appre- 
hended financial crisis, says : 

Aside from this decline in cotton, which 
will, of course, affect, more or less injuri- 
ously, those immediately concerned, and 
to some extent others, there is nothing to 
indicate any general revulsion in business. 

The currency is not curtailed, nor has it 
become worthless , prices of staple articles 
have not suddenly declined, and it is not 
possible to see that any general failure, 
such as we have seen, can take place. 

There is more panic than real danger, 
and the panic itself is lik ly to d j more 
harm than the reality of the danger. 

It is quite natural that a house trading 
in cotton so extensively as the New York 
concern should meet with a check from the 
fall in cotton; but it is hardly probable 
that .1 house of such large means could lose 
all and leave their creditors entirely minus. 
But even if it did. what is lost on cotton 
can hardly lead to a general revulsion aud 
end in disaster. There is nothing in the 
general trade of the country to indicate it. 

Better keep cool, and not be scared be- 
fore one is hurt.

Death of Hon. Elijah Hise. 

We are inexpressibly pained to have to 
announce the death of Hon. Elijah Hi>e. 
yesterday afternoon, under the most dis 
tressing circumstances. The following 
dispatch reached us at five o'clock P. M. 
yesterday : 

RrssKM.vu.LE, Ky.. May 8—5 p. m. 
To the Editor of the Louisville Courier: 

Hon. Elijah Hise committed s.uicide 
this evening by blowing his brains out 
with- a pistol. He left a note saying that 
in the present condition of the country his 
advanced age precluded his doing his 
country any good and he sought relief in 
death . 

Judge Hise had just been re-elected to 
Congress by an almost unanimous vote 
over his ra.lical opponent. He was a man 
of giaut intellect — one of the ablest men of 
the nation — and no doubt committed the 
terrible act while under an aberration of 
mind, produced by his distress at the con- 
dition of the country. Judge Hise had 
his faults, and was personally far from be- 
ing popular; but the people appreciated 
his genius, and Kentucky now has occa- 
sion to mourn the loss of one of her ablest 
sons.
